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ADVISORY ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicants arguments filed 5/24/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 
Applicant states: 

• "Therefore, a group of programs that is sent to one particular headend contains 
the same ads as the same group of programs that is sent to other, different 
headends, since each group contains the 'default targeted advertisement.' In 
contrast, claim 1 recites that within each presentation stream group, there are 
multiple presentation streams, 'each of the presentation steams carrying 
advertisements directed to different advertiser-specific market segments 
according to the ad schedule.'" 

• "Therefore, Hendricks does not teach or suggest that advertisements in each of 
the presentation streams are directed 'according to the ad schedule.'" 

The examiner respectfully disagrees. The mentioned default targeted advertisement 
is a targeted advertisement. The group of programs that is sent to one particular 
headend/STB grouping contains different ads as the same group of programs that is 
sent to other, different headends/STB groupings (See Figure 31). Figure 31 is an 
example of an ad schedule/switching plan. 

"For example, in FIG. 31 , the set top terminal in group 1 (row 1) is provided with data 
on the commercial channel which are assigned for sports programs as I, children's 
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programs as IV and movie category as III. In this manner, each set top terminal 220 is 
only required to store information related to its own grouping. Therefore, a set top 
terminal 220 which is in group 1 only needs to store the information related to group 1, 
which is found in row 1 of FIG. 31" (Col 72, Lines 30-38). 

"[T]he default that is shown on the regular programming channel will correlate with 
one of the assigned set top groupings and program categories. FIG. 31 shows, at 478, 
that the default has been assigned to set top terminal grouping 3 for program categories 
'children' and 'entertainment. 1 " (Col 72, Lines 58-63).
